ralsethe price of thelr goods far beyond thelr 
real value, they shall be severely punished. 

There fs also a humane section with regard to 
tha caro of the aged, Infirm,ordestitate, Eve 
magistrate {s bound to matstaln and protect all 
such peopla,in. his district, ifthey are without, 
relatives, and should be fail to do this ho 
renders himself lable (o punishment. © i 

The code contatns many other curlous provi- 
sions, but sufficient has been quoted to show 
that while, for the most part, the criminal law of 
China favours the classes, and is barharoual 
severe whero the common people are concerned, 
there are some sectlons not cnworthy the atfens 
lon and {mltatlon of the enlightened and 
progressive nations of ths West.—ALEzaT 
SWiNDLEHUAST In the Lae.
